The first an¬ 
nual report being one well worth read¬ 
ing and being a credit to the new or¬ 


ganization. 

Steadily year by year the band of 
agricultural enthusiasts have main- 
ained the work, and each year has 
seen progress made, always a little 
beter than last might justly he claim¬ 
ed for the Chauvin fair.

After 
they had completed payment on the 
land, the Society erected an exhibition 
building and extension thereto, also 
show rings and othrr conveniences to 
facilitate the conduct of the annual 
fair. During the present year the 
Society have been able to get erected 
a fine booth. This is built in an 
octagonal shape and can serve equally 
well for an exhibition, a bandstand.

all other foodstuffs, “We contend,” 
he went on, "that wheat does not reg¬ 
ulate the price of all other foodstuffs, 
nor has it done so during the past 
five years, When the government in 
1917 put the price' or wheajt down 
from $3.16 a bushel to $2.21%, a dif¬ 
ference of 83% cents a bushel, did 
other things come down? They d'd 
not, but they kept going up right 
along, while ’the price of wheat has 
been fixed for three years all other 
foodstuffs have gone up. When the 
price of wheat was fixed, why did not 
the price of other remain at the same 
pice when the price or wheat was fix¬ 
ed. If the price of wheat regulates 
the price of all other foodstuffs why 
does $3-00 in Mineapolis produce ba¬ 
con 28 cents a pound less than $2.24 
wheat produces bacon in Winnipeg? 
It appears that the Winnipeg regulat¬ 
or prices mlust be out of commission 
■and needs adjusting. In January, 19:tf 
I shipped a car of wheat : to Minnia- 
polis and received over $500 a car 
more than I could get in Winnipeg for 
the same grade of wheat after paying 
ten cents a bushel duty.

one-tenth of what the other foodstuffs 
for a family cost, while it supplies 
one-third of the food value needed for 
the family, showing that wheat, at 
the present prices, is by far the cheap¬ 
est food weuse, and if wheat is the 
cheapest food we use, and if it is a 
regulator of food prices, why does nt 
not bring the other foodstuff prices 
down? • A working man will wear 
four pairs of overalls and two smocks 
in a year, besides the pants he wears 
in winter, so my men tell me- Thfe 
increase ip price since 1914 is $12 on 
four pairs of overalls and two smocks. 
A man can buy all me bread he needs 
for a year, according to the tests we 
■have made for $11.68. I bought the 
suit I have on for $31 before the war 
l cannot get as good to-day for $85. 
The difference of $^4 would buy all 
the flour -a family of five for a year 

*The average cigarette smoker 
smokes 25 cents worth of cigareetes 
in a day, which would more than keep 
a family of five persons in bread fora 
day. ” 

Bread Still Cheap Food 

"The cost of bread for a man in 
Winnipeg for a day would not buy half 
a drink of two p'er cent 
beer, nor an ide cream cone. A bank¬ 
er told me recently he considered 
growing wheat the biggest gamble in 
this country, and it certainly is more 
risky than formerly. We grew wheat 
for over 20 years without black rust; 
beginning with 190s, We have had 
four black rust years in 15 years. In 
November, 1914, wheat was $1.22% 
Wages on the farm nave more than 
doubled to the farmer, but the price 
of wheat has not been doubled, if a 
banker looks on wheat as the biggest 
such a necessay food as it is for hum¬ 
an beings, surely the farmer ought to 
have a fair price for his wheat. If 
the farmer has to produce at pre-war 
prices and pay war wages, he will 
soon be out of business, and what a 
great many seem to want is pre-war 
prices for what they buy and war 
wages when they work,’’
